Chiefs Chairman Powell; ‘We’re watching’

WASHINGTON — President Clinton has 
dropped the hammer of U.S. power on Iraq, and 
one question looms — will Saddam Hussein re- 
spond with tit-for-tat violence, setting off a rc- 
• newed cycle of military confrontations'? ? 

The consensus Sunday was that the decision \o 
send 23 Tomahawk missiles screaming into the 
Iraqi intelligence center will change little in Iraq 
but could increase respect elsewhere for Clinton's 
willingness to confront aggression. 

Gcrr. Colin Powdl, chairman of tlie Joint Chiefs 
of Stafi*. and other U.S. ofilcials downplayed the 
likelihood tlint Saturday's bombing mid would re- 
sult in anything but die established pattern of un- 
predictable behavior by Saddam. 

"I don't think there is any sense that this particu- 
lar response would generate any activity beyond 
what they (Uic Iraqis) already sponsor," said a se- 
nior U.S, official, who spoke only on condition of 
anonymity. “There have been (other) instances 
where the Iraqis clearly support and direct terror- 
ism worldwide."

Anotiicr senior administration official said Sad- 
dam was likely to revert to ladies he used in the 
days before, during and after the Persian Gulf War:

But if a dramatic military response by Iraq 
seemed unlikely, U.S. officials were taking* no 
chances. 

Sunday, the aircraft currier Theodore Rowevdt 
and its accompanying baillc forec-le/t waters off 
the coast of Yugoslavia to join more than half a 
dozen U.S. worships already in tfic Persian Gulf 
and the Red Sea.

Powerful lawmaker 
to push gas tax hike

WASHINGTON - The chairnian of the 
Hou.se Way.s and Means Committee said 
Sunday tlmt he will push fur a gasoline-tux 
increase higher than the 4.3-eents-per-giil- 
Ion hike ihv Senate passed as part of a 
broader attempt lo "blend" elements of 
House and Senate energy taxes. 

Rep. Dan Rostenkowski. D-lll.. said on 
NBC’s "Meet the Pres.s" that the 4.3-ecnt 
ga.soline-iax increii.se was ii "moderate lax 
on energy, and we ought to go higher," 

In the pa.si, Kostenkow.ski has been quot- 
ed as saying he would favor a ga.suline-tax 
increase as Iiigh as 20 cents per gallon. 

Meanwhile, Treasury Secretary Lloyd 
Benlsen on Sunday predicted that Congress 
will get a deficil-redtiction package to Presi- 
dent Clinton’s desk by early August, when 
the summer rece,ss begins, Benlsen would 
not speeify what type of energy tax he 
would like to .see emerge from a House- 
Senate conferenee. 

During an interview on Cable News Net- 
work. Bentsen would not commit himself to 
giving an en'eciive date for whatever new 
taxes .ire in the dclleit-reduciion measure, 
saying it depends upon the condition of the 
economy when Ihe legislation is passed.

WASHINGTON — President Clin- 
ton's budget director said Sunday that 
he believes the U.S.-Mcxico free- 
irade agreement is gaining strength in 
Congress and will passed. 

Budget director Leon E. Panetta 
said on NBC's "Meet the Prc.ss" that 
the North American Free Trade 
Agreement is ’‘resurrecting itself and 
that “ultimately wc will get it 
pasKd.’’ 

Panetta created a stir a few weeks 
ago when he was quoted as saying the 
trade deal was dead. At the time, 
Panetta appeared to have determined 
tiiat support for the free-trade agree- 
ment was so weak in Congress that it 
would never be approved. 

Tltc United- States and Mexico arc 
now-txying.to complcie.work on '-'side 
agreements" that would try to ensure 
protections .for U.S. jobs and the 
Mexican environment. 

Once those side agreements arc 
completed, Congress is expected lo 
start debating the trade measure, pos- 
sibly in September.

Nursing home populatiairg r ows more slowly

WASHINGTON — Federal figures to be 
released Monday by the Census Bureau 
-show a slowcr-thon-cxpcctcd increase in the 
nation's nursing home population during the 
1980s, providing evidence that growing old 
need not lead inevitably to life in on institu- 
tion. 

Researthers say the numbers underscore 
I other recent studies that found fewer elderly 
lAmericans arc suficring from the kinds of 
'disabilities that historically have consigned 
.(hem to nursing homes. The improvement 
stems both from healthier lifestyles and from 
technological advances that aid recovery 
from strokes, broken hips and other traumas 
of aging, according to specialists in gerontol- 
ogy. 

At the same time, in the last decade there 
has been an expansion of services that allow 
older Americans to stay out of nursing 
homes — including home health care, grodu-

Bled core facilities and ossistcd-living apart- 
ments. 

Those aiicmalives grew in part because 
states hove restricted the number of new 
nursing home bdds, a response lo the ex- 
pense of supporting Medicaid patients in the 
costly facilities. But the options have been 
eagerly welcomed by the elderly, who con- 
sistently say in surveys that they would 
rather die, titenilly, than live out their last 
years in a nursing home. 

“Nursing homes really moy go the woy of 
the iron lung if wc can create more humane 
options,” said Daniel Peny, executive direc- 
tor of the Alliance for Aging Research. 
“That, combined with medical and psycho- 


logical intervcniions. ... Who’s to say that 
when the baby boom generation is in its 70s 
and 80.S, wc won’t have a population aging 
more successfully than ever before?" 

Tile newly released figures, derived from 
the 1990 census, show that the nursing home 
population increased by 24 percent over the 
1980s, while the number of people 85 and 
older — tlio.se most likely to live in nursing 
homes — increa,scd by 35 percent 

Tltc number of Americans living in nurs- 
ing homes is just under 1.8 million, most of 
them elderly women. Tliat constitutes about 
5 percent of the 65-and-ovcr population, In 
1980, just over 1,4 million people lived in 
nursing homes.

Cynthia Taueber, author of the Census 
Bureau study, said she found that the aver- 
age age of nursing home residents increased 
during the 1 980s. That could be seen as fur- 
Mhcr cvidcncc'ihar those between ngc'65 and ■ 
85 arc less disabled than the same age 
group was in the past, and therefore more 
able lo continue living independently, she 
said. 

Kenneth G. Munton and other Duke Uni- 
versity researchers, in a recent ground- 
breaking study that has gained wide notice 
among gerontologists, found (hat the preva- 
lence of disabilities among the elderly had 
gone down over the past decade, The re- 
search showed that while the elderly' popu- 
lation grew by about 15 percent between 
1982 and 1989, the number of chronically 
disabled grew by just H) percent. 

The lower disability rales meant that as 
many as 600,000 fewer people were seri- 
ously disabled than had rates remained con- 
stant, Manton said.

Study: Kids 
at risk from 
pesticides 

\yASHINGTON (AP) — Children 
arc more, sensitive lo pesticide 
residue than adults and the govem- 
. menl must do a belter job of protect- 
ing them, says a study issued Sunday 
by the National Academy of Sci- 
ences. 

The congressionally mandated re- 
port .says the govenimcni should de- 
— y.clop new test pro cedures for cvalu- 
'”atrng”pesliculc loxTciiylTI ciniiJrDn 
and should collect more detailed data 
on the amount of food children cal. 

There is "a potential concern" that 
some children may be ingesting on- 
.safeanunmis of pe.sticides, the study 
concludes, 

"We found some serious deficien- 
cies that need lo be corrccicd" in the 
government regulatory process, Dr. 
Philip Luadrigan, a pediatrician who 
oversaw the study, said in a slate- 
mcni. 

While deinillng the perils of pe.sti- 
cides. the panel eneounigcd families 
to have their children cal 1‘niils and 
vegetables. 

"It .seems inienuilly inconsistent, 1 
know," Donald Maiiison. dean of the 
graduate school of public healtb at 
the University of Pittsburgh, said in a 
telephone interview. 

But "many members of the panel 
believe washing and peeling fruit.s 
and vegetables will go a long way to- 
ward reducing risk," said Matiison, 
who co-chaired the panel.

Not unexpectedly, the unilateral 
U.S.--milil«ry-fl«iion-did.noi-uicei- 
wilh tlie same approval in the Middle 
East. 

Saddam accused the United States 
of unprovoked terrorism, and Iran 
sided with Iraq, its fonner enemy in 
an eight-year war. Criticism came 
also from the Arab League and 
Egypt. 

But in the short term, the deadly 


U.S. response, to Saddam's alleged 
terrorism affered the same prospect 
for increased popular support for 
Clinton as earlier strikes against Sad- 
dam provided Bu.sh. 

Clinton, the first president since 
World War II with nojnilitary expe- 
rience and tlie only one accused of 
taking extraordinary incasures io 
avoid the draft, demonstrated with , 
the-lKmiraidJbaUte [s not'unwilling 
lo order others into combat. 

Rep. Pat Scliroedcr, D-Colo., a 
member of the Armed Services Com- 
mittee. said Clinton’s action simply 
continued Bush’s tough policy on 
Iniq. 

"If he hadn’t done this, he would 
have looked like a jellyfish,” 
Scliroedcr said on CNN on Sunday.

The live generals and admirals who were 
assigned by Defense Secretary Lc.s Aspin to 
come up with a new policy on gays in the 
military have produced a doeumeni that 
seems to give the military increased powers 
to discharge homosexuals, but which also 
could be more dllTiculi to defend in court. 

'I'hc tougher policy may be more brittle, 
and in this respect it could be a .set-up for the 
courts to mandate whiit Presideni-Glinton — 
may not be able to accomplish by executive 
order; a complete lining of tlie ban on gays 
in the military. ■ 

This scenario seems to have escaped 
the notice of gay and military aeiivisis 
who have miled furiously against the 
proposed policy, which Aspin is ex- 
pected to recommend soon to President 
Clinton. 

The gays are outraged at a key phrase 
in the Pentagon working group's June S 
"Recommended Policy Outline" which 
slates flatly that "homosexuality is in- 
compatible will) military service."

She is left to raise alone two 
children, Jared and Tina Marie, who now 
no longer have their father. 

If there is any good that can come 
from this senseless tragedy, perhaps it 
will be in our following Trooper Lund’s 
example of making other people “our 
people” — of looking after those who 
can’t look after themselves. 

One of the qualities that separate us 
iwo-lcggcd onimal-s from the four-legged 
variety is compassion, observed Beverly 
Sills. 

"It is what makes us stand up tall in- 
stead of crawling about on all fours. And 
standing up tall is what frees our arms to 
reach out to a fellow being and say, 'Let 
me help you.’”

WIN FALLS — "Left fool.

In "The Foot Book,” Dr. 
Scuss’ characters Cavort a'cross the pages, 
with most of their feet in seemingly good 
shape — except for one fellow, whose 
feet, we are told, arc sick. 

Feci can be a pain. They have problems 
such as hammertoe, plantar warts, heel 
pain, ingrown toenails and fungus. 

And some feet have bunions, which arc 
protrusions and swelling of the joints at 
the boso of the big toes. 

“Over the bunion is what we call a bur- 
sa, which is a fluid-filled sack for .protec- 
tion,” said Dr. Craig Holman, a Twin Falls 
podiatrist. “But it gets irritated and be- 
comes inflamed." 

He says there are a number of theories 
ns to their cau.se, One is artliritis; another 
is flattening of the feet. 

Shoes may also play a pan. In children, 
bunions are often hereditary. 

Dr. David Blackmer, another local podi- 
atrist, says the deformity usually develops 
gradually and continuously because of u 
muscular imbalance in the way a person 
walks. Tiiere is abnormal motion in the 
ijoints,.inuscics and lemloms ofthc feet. _ 

He says orthotics (custom-made plastic 
devices that fit in the shoes to suppon and 
hold the foot where it’s supposed to be) 
may be tried to help stop the progression 
of the problem. But, sometimes u bunion 
is so advanced that surgery is .required. 

"And just taking the bump off doesn't 
work, because the problem is that the an- 
gle between the first and second 
metatarsal (bones in the middle of the 
—foot) ha.s incrca.wd.’-’-Blackmcr-said.-^^’And- 
thc increase in the angle lends to the 
' prominence of the first metatarsal head.”

bone, moving it over into a more parallel 
position, and fixating it with screws to 
hold it in place. 

Dennis Kavonagh of Hailey had this 
surgery performed on his left foot Iasi fall. 
The 4 1 -year-old contractor says he inherit- 
ed the tendency from his mother. 

“It came on slowly,” Kavanagh said. ”I 
think I was probably in eighth grade or so 
when 1 was aware my feet were starling to 
have a shape which wasn't what would be 
considered normal.” 

But it was just within the last year that 
his left foot began to ache when he did a 
lot of walking. It prevented him from 
playing golf; halfway tlirough a round his 
foot would hurt so much he couldn’t con- 
tinue. 

The pain got so bad at night that he had 
to prop up pillows to keep the bedclothes 
ofThis feet. 

Now Kavanagh has resumed golfing 
and all of his other activities — working, 
biking, hiking and skiing. The pain is 
gone. 

Another common foot misery is in- 
grown toenail. Holman says it’s caused, 
for the most part, by improper pedicures. 

“Once you cut the nail loo short, the soft 
tissue around the outside ofthc nail moves 
in front of it,” he said. "And as the nail 
grows out, it slicks into the skin, and then 
the infection begins." 

To clear up the infection, Holman -says - 
— the iisualTJiTJCcdtiTCisTallccMnrisicjTrand-- 
drainage, which involves removing the 
edge of the toenail from the skin so that 

th e infection can go awa y. Then th e pa- 

tient is put on antibiotics for a fevTilays. 

This doesn’t permanently solve the 
problem because the nail root is still there. 

It tends to grow back out and get into trou- 
ble again. 

But the nail root can be pcfmancnily re- 
moved by using a blade, electric current,

;• Coiflinued from B1 
chemicals, rotary burr or a la.scr. 

"The la-scr, in my experience, has 
about 95 percent succe.ss rate with 
minimal pain." Holman said. 

Just the side of the nail is re- 
moved. and the root under the skin 
on the back edge of the nail. Tliis 
makes the nail narrower, and the 
soft tissue around the side moves 
up against it. ' 

Next to ingrown toenails. Black- 
mer says the most common foot 
problerii is pain in the bottom of die 
heel, 

It usually happens first thing in 
the morning when a footsoa* indi- 
vidual plants his feet on the floor 
and lakes a few steps. Normally he 
can walk out some of the discom- 
fort. but if he sits down at 
lunchtime, and iheni stands up 
again, the pain comes back. 

"The real advanced heel pain 
syndrome can hurt all day long, and 
it can hurt up the side — the imsidc 
of the heel up toward ^the ankle." 
Blackmer .said. "And that’s because 
adhesions can cause a nerve to be- 
come entrapped and cause addition- 
al discomfort and pain." 

Holman said when this pain 
comes on after rest, it’s often 
caused by a heel .spur, which' is a 
protrusion of bone coming off the 
bottom of the heel bone. But heel 
pain can also be caused by arthritis, 
and some people have a pull on a 
ligament, callctjl the plantar fascia, 
on the arch in the bottom of the 
foot. 

Some folks have feet that flatten 
more than they should, which caus- 
es a pull back there.- 

Other people have very high 
arched feel. That band is very tight 
to begin with, so any type of extni 
activity causes stress on the liga- 
ments. 

— - Somctimes,- of course, -it-has.- 
nolhing to do with the flattening of 
the fool; the problem is what you’re 
■ doing with the fcmi'.'V 1 'T' ■; 

Holman'say.s joggers, runners, 
dancers and people who do aero- 
bics run into trouble with this be- 
cause strenuous physical activity 
tends to bend the toes upward, 
causing a pull of the ligaments, 

Podiatrists treat the problem by 
using anti-iilflummutory' drugs and 
physical therapy to ullcviaiu the 
symptoms. But Holman says the 
.kcy.jo solving.the underlying.prob- 
lem is using orihotics to support the 
foot and prevent it from flattening, 
so that the ligament doesn't pull. 

If that doesn't work, surgery is an 
option. But Blackmer recommends 
every possible conservative alicmu- 
tivc first. 

About 3 percent of patients have 
resistant heel spurs, and tire treated 
surgically by removing the bony 
spur and releasing the pltintur fascia 
from its attachment.

"If it’s a diabetic or someone 
with impaired circulation, you defi- 
nitely want to go with the con.serva- 
tivc route." Blackmer said. 
“Whereas if it's a patient who 
wants to ‘get the dam thing fixed 
and get buck to work’ and they're 
healthy, we’ll just go ahead and fix 
it." 

He says the surgery removes 
some cartilage and bone to remodel 
- the deformed joint 

S ometimes fe et ha ve ca llouses. 
"The.sc are.gencrally^lHc.'skiri’s, rc- 
sponsc to pressure or friction. Hoi-' 
man says, and they occur in weight- 
bearing areas where there is a ,bony 
prominence beneath the skin. 

’.‘And generally speaking, with 
paiienks who have what we call cal- 
louses umiemeuih the bull of their 
foot, it’s a pressure problem." he 
said. "If you want to take pressure 
off that, you cun u.sc orthoiics to 
put pressure up in ihe.arch. or in- 
soles that put pressure on the ball of 
the foot and lake pressure off that 
area." 

Familiar to many people are ilie 
callouses that grow on or between 
the toes: corns. 

Holman says these are also bone 
problems. Treaimcm options in- 
volve shaving down the corn, 
which generally mokes (he person 
more comfortable, although the 
condition will recur if the bone re- 
mains. 

If the knuckle of the toe is re- 
moved, the bone prominence is 
eliminated and the corn will go 
away.

"So if there is more awareness a.s 
fur U.S what the causes of fool prob- 
lems arc, then I think you cun ad- 
dress those earlier on," Holman 
said. "In fact I'm more uggrc.ssive 
with pediatric patients as fur as 
treating those problems than I urn 
even aduli.s, as fur u.s gulling better 
support and working the stretching 
exercises, and whatever 1 need to : 
do to put that fool in a proper posi- 
tion."

However, la- 
tex rubber condoms do not leak un- 
less they arc defective or incorrectly 
used — and they vary from brand to 
brand in how defective they are. 
You are not alone in your anxiety on 
this issue. Read on:

—THINKING AHEAD 
IN MILWAUKEE 
' DEAR THINKING: ANY con- 
dom is belter than none, but not all 
brands are equally reliable. Tests by 
leading AIDS researchers and Con- 
sumers Union reveal vast differ- 
ences among the brands. 

Thirty-one brands of condoms 
were tested hy scientists at the Mari- 
posa Foundation and USC/UCLA 
Medical Centers. Scored on a lOO- 
point .scale for strength and reliabili- 
ty. the best brands ranked alniosi 
five times higher than the ones that 
scored lowest. Alarmingly, the 
"lowest'.' included some of the coun- 
try's most popular brands! 

None of ilie lop eight brands 
leaked the AIDS virus, while four of 
the brands at the bottom did. More 
comprehensive tests, just compluied, 
coiifinn the earlier data. TIic studies 
were funded by the National Insii- 
tines of Health. Sequoia Associates, 
the American Foundation for AIDS 
Research (AmFAR) and the Mari- 
po.sa Foundation. 

The three brands rated safest on 
both lists were: Ramses or Touch 
Non-Lube (Schmid). Gold Circle 
Coin (Aladan/Safeicx) and Sheik 


Elite [Schmid). The complete list 
can he obtained by sending a 
stamped, self-addressed envelope to;

Have American parents lost their way? 


A man called llie other day from 
Milwaukee with an interesting sto- 
ry. one that illustnitcs the extent to 
which American parents have, in 
general, lost their way. 

'He and liis'wlfc'tooknhcinhrcc 
child re n, ages six, four, and tliree, 
fo the zoo for what was supposed' 
to be a .stress-free afternoon. In- 
stead, pandemonium reigned. The

"Asian woman with three equally 
young children. But her children 
were well-beliaved, calm, quiet 
and followed their mother like 
ducklings. She spoke to her chil- 
dren' in her native longue, but 
spoke only rarely. It was apparent 
that this woman was not giving her 
children many, instructions. They 
seemed to know what she expected 
of them. Neither the mother nor 
the kids were carrying any junk, 
yet everyone seemed to be having 
a good time. ■ 

"What's her secret?" asked my 
man from Milwaukee. 

It just .so happens I’ve had .sever- 
al conversations of late with Asian 
parents, all of whom are recently 
arrived to these shores. Without 
exception, they tell me iliey are 
appalled at the behavior of Ameri- 
can ciiildrcn. and fear the bad in- 
fluence. In llie epurse of these con- 
versations, I've discovered tiial 
these parents bring an entirely dif- 
ferent set of assumptions to the 
childrearing process, as 180 de- 
grees removed from those of il|e 
average American parent as China 
is from the United Stales. 

.Tbt these is that children 

should pay more attention to par- 
ents than parents pay to children, 
These parents understand tliat you 


cannot discipline a child who is 
not paying attention to -you. They 
also understand that the more at- 
tention parents pay to children, the 

less children will pay to parents. 

'••■SocDndrno“alleiirpt“!rn'nrde'io' 
persuade c hildren to coo perat e . In 
“tact. sinTe cooperalioTTimplTes a 
Slate of equality, these parents 
don't even seek cooperation. In- 
stead. they expect olwdicnce. 

Third, they ilon'l explain lliem- 
selves to their children. Therefore, 
llieir children's ini|uiries are di- 
rccteil to wliat the world is made 
of and how it works, rather than at 
tile "why?" and “why not?” of 
their parents' rules and expecia- 
lioiis. In fact, tlicse parents are 
aina/.ed at the amount of lime 
American parents waste dealing 
with such trivia. 

Lastly, these parents do not tol- 
erate misbeliavior. Therefore, they 
do not bribe their children, nor do 
they llircalen them. How enlight- 
ening to realize that both bril>e^and 
threat are self-fuirdling! 

The truly .sad aspect of all this, 
however, is the realization tliat for 
the mosi part America’s children 
used to be as well-behaved as 
those Asian kids. The good news 
is. it's not loo late to save our- 
selves.

Terrorism 1 ^Two strong messages’ 

has changed Strike, arrests show resolve against terrorists, officials say 


NI:W YORK — A terrorist plot to blow 
up imijor tiirguts lit Miiniuittim may have 
been eslinguishud last week, but the initial 
triumph ami relief has been foilowed by 
new questions about the nature and scope 
nfihc terrorist threat in the Uniied Stales, 

Although dirrieiili to answer, terrorism' 
analy.sis say the questions come at the right 
lime. 

Reeently, they suy, it has become dear 
that Middle Iiasl>inspircd terrorism against 
the United States has changed, as have the 
pariicipaiiis, their motivation and their 
methods. 

Coming less than four months after the 
Teh, 26 bomhing of the World frade Cen- 
ter. last week’s arrests of eiglil .suspected 
members of a terrorist ring — caught mix- 
ing diemicais the Fill said were destined 
for bombs at the United Nations, the Lin- 
coln and Holland tunnels and the FBI's 
Manhattan ofllees — stunned even tlie 
most sjingui/ie obseners. 

In both cases, the alleged terrorists had 
links to Muslim fundamentalist cleric 
Sheik Omar Ahdcl-Rahman, a blind Egyp- 
tian whose llery sermons at a mosque in 
Jersey City, N.J.. have included calls for 
the overthrow of his honidaiul's secular 
govcmmetil. 

In the most recent incident, live of the 

suspects are nationals o f Sudan, who se 

fundamenialisi-eonlrolied goveniihcm lias 
close lies with Iran and rcporiecily hosts Is- 
lamic revolutionaries and their training 
camps. 

Sudan also gave refuge to Ahdel-Rah- 
man before his 19*10 arrival in the United 
Slates. 

After the World 'i'rade Center blast, 
which killed six people, injured more than 
I.OOO and caused hundreds of millions of 
dollars in property damage. FBI Director 
William Sessions said there was "no evi- 
dence that a large group in the U.S. was 
preparing for a wave of terrorist attacks." 

But when James Fox. the usually voluble 
assistant dirceiur in cliarge of the FBI's 
New York office, was asked last week if 
the late.sl arrests might indicate authorities 
liad undercsiiinatcd the si/e of.lhe prob- 
lem. rejioriers received only a terse "No 
comment," 

In fact, it is more diffiailt than ever to 
gel a grasp on the nature of terrorism, ana- 
lysts say. 

"We are observing a reconfiguration of 
forces in the Middle East," said Brian 
Jenkins, a terrorism aimlyst and managing 
director of Kroll Associates, a New York- 
based inlernatioiuil invesligutions firm. 

"The terrorist groups we dealt with in 
• the 1970s and 19K()s were, for the most 
part, secular groups, identifiable. We knew 
their leaders, we knew their modus openin- 
di; they lent themselves to a kind of tidy 
order of battle analysis. Even though we 
couldn't predict every terrorist act. we had 
a good understanding of what was going 

"The emerging terrorism we sec is some- 
thing quite different." said Jenkins, who 
“ — chanielerij'ed-il-as-^morc-rcUgious — mure— 
unyielding ... less organized, harder to pre- 
dict, harder to understand." 

Bruce Hoffman, a terrorism analyst with 
the California-based Rand Corporation, 
said. “What wc'rc talking about now is a 
far more ad hoc group. They're just not 
professionals, but they may be more dan- 
gerous than the professionals because we 
don't know who they arc, where they are. 
how many of them there are or what acti- 
vates them. 

"What it’s .showing is all you need is the 
will and ihe motivation.” he said, pointing 
- "to-the-rcluiivtfly-small Hmoum.of.moncy.=:i_ 
no more than'sevcrul thousand dollars — 
needed by suspects in both eases to acquire 
the means to carry out an attack. 

"That’s what’s worrisome loo," Hoff- 
man continued. "One would think that the 
rapidity with w.hich the FBI cracked the 
World Trade Center ease would have sent 


a ppwertui deterrent message, 
done the opposite. Not only have you 
goaded this (new) group to pick up where 
the World Trade Center group left ofT. but 
it’s pushed them to ?n even more auda- 
cious terrorist campaign." 

The trade center bombing was a waier- 
.shed event, according to Jenkins, because it 
broke the previous "taboo” of attacking 
U.S. citizen-s in their own country. 

‘“-■~**Thc'groups-lhul-we-deall-willi-beforc._ 
mainly Palestinian groups out of the Mid- 
dle East, certainly saw the U.S. govern- 
ment policy os a source of all their prob- 
lems,” he said. 

"But at the same lime, they made a dis- 
linctibn between U.S. govemmeni policies 
and the American people. The people were 
an audience to be persuaded, not provoked 
with incidents of terrorism on Amcriean 
soil."

Today's South could count li lop 
winners in his no-trump slain, and a 
12th could be devx'lopcd only in the 
club suit. How best to try for a third 
club winner? 

South was quick to counl his 11 
lop winners and even quicker to set- 
tle on his plan. He should have stud- 
ied his options just a little longer. 

He won his heart ace and cashed 
four spade winners and iwo lop dia- 
monds. Discovering nothing about 
the opponents’ distribution, he 
cashed the club ace and led a club to 
dummy's jack. The 50-50 Iwt lost, 
and with it went tbe slam. Clubs 
failed to break 3-3, and bad luck got 
all the blame. 

Had South needed four club win- 
ners, his play would have been 
faultless, llowever. needing only 
three club winners, he had a safer 
route available. 

The best way to play the clubs is 
to cash the king first (abandoning 
the finesse) and then the ace. If no 
queen appears, lead a third club to- 
ward dummy's jack. This plan wins 
whenever the straight finesse wins, 
whenever clubs are 3-3 and whenev- 
er the queen is doublcton h ;hind Ihe 
jack. 

In today’s layout. Elasl's queen 
drops under the ace and South can 
claim his slam and rubber.
